represent is the place above ul_ol{mra. The
reprassntatives of Washingion, New York ~t
Lounis and Chicago have ail had their sa: be
fore » committee of ihe Senate; and witl due
respect to all sthers, we believe it would oe for
tha best interests of our own city, as well as
that of the whole country, 1o bhave the expesi-
tion held in Chicago.

It is proposed to commemorate the discov-
ery of this land, and the marvelous growth and

s made here since that discovery, and
!n doing o it will be well to demonstrate to the
pecple of other nations some reasons and
ocsuses of the growth and presperity in this
1and, snd to do 5o we will have o entice them
to come into the interior of the country as far
